Each time 
little gray man, hugging the inside of 
track skipped ahead and forced his r 
back to the rear. Kach one of the ts 
almost raised the roof with the wil 
cheers. Up tothe last moment of the r 
even to the last lap no man could tell 
the race wou'dend, 
A NOVEL WAY OF CLOSING THE RACH 

The judges decided early in the day t 
the ‘‘finish’’ should be as follow~: “Preci 
at ten the bell in the judges’ stand shall 
Each man shall then stop in his tracks, 
will be placed accordingly.’ Mr. Grady 
not acquainted with this decision uatil 9 
but supposed each man would finish at 
string, on the stroke of the clocx.

The gossip of the late walking maich 
covers many incidents not treated in our ac 
count of Sunday. 

jt is agreed that such intense and pro- 
longed excilement was never witnessed in 
Atlanta as during the last hour of this walk. 
guch a crowd was never before brought 
within walls in this city, and the interest wa 
literally painful. As more than 3,000 people 
gat or stood with their eyes riveted on the 
straining figures that swept round the track, 
the scene was Simp!y indescribable. 

For fully four hours Cheshire, Carter and 

iffey ran together with hardly a lap divid- 
ing them. In the last hour Braffey by an 
unlucky rest stiffened and dropped a few 
japs to the rear. Then for one hour Carter 
and Cheshire wentexactiy neck and neck. 
They were on the same lap and on the same 
mile andthe most of the time a yard stick 
could have covered tkem both. Each man 
strained his utmost. At least fifty times 
Carter staggered to the outside of the track, 
boping to pass Cheshire. Each time the 
little gray man, hugging the inside of the 
track skipped whead and forced his rival 
back to the rear. Kach one of the trials 
fimost relseed the roof with the wildest 
cheers. \p tothe last moment of the race, 
even to the last lap no man could tell how 
the race wou'd end, 

A NOVEL WAY OF CLOSING THE RACE. 

The judges decided early in the day that 
the ‘‘tinish’’ should be as foliow~: ‘Precisely 
at ten the bell in the judges’ stand shall tap. 
Each man shallthen stop in his tracks, and 
will be placed accordingly.’’ Mr. Grady was 
not acquainted with this decision until 9:30, 
but supposed each man would finish at the 
string, on the stroke of the clocx. Asthe 
judges plan was clearly the best, he had five 
judges put om the track at five minutes to 
ten, fearing that Carter and Cheshire might 
close so near each uther that the judges could 
not decide from the stand who was 
ahead. Atthree minutes to ten the judges 
joined the men at the scorers stand, Mr. 
Sam Stocking ranning abreast of Bruffey, 
Mr. Brook Beckwith with Cheshire, Postmas- 
ter Wilson with Carter, Councilman Cooper 
with Small and Major Fitten with Clayton. 

On the last four laps Cheshire pulled ahead 
of Carter on each iap, byt each time the 
green and red closed the gap and ran up.to 
the leader until the very last lap. Then 
Cheshire pulled ahead an inch ata time un- 
til he was ten—fifteen—twenty—thirty— 
forty ahead. Carter struggled brabely< but 
could not take up the lost space. As the 
bell rang out, he stopped thirty feet this side 
of the scorer’s stand, with Cheshire ten feet 
beyond it, and staggering into Mr. Wilson’s 
arms gasped out 

“Hold me!”’ 

Frank Small, his devoted trainer, who bad 
practically ran the last ten miles with him, 
picked him up in bis own arms and started 
on a run for the tents. The crowd closed 
about them, but Small broke through them, 
: the exhausted walker with a 
strength that seemed measureless to those 
who saw it. 

So ended the race; Cheshire winning by 
about fifty feet in a race of 48 miles, 

THE CONTEST BETWEEN SMALL ANB CLAYTON 

The contest between Smali and Clayton 
for fifth place was almost as close as the 
fight for first place. In the 37 miles there 
Was but 9 laps between them. Both of these 
men timed.their pace all day to beat 36 miles, 
believing that would wia the race. They al- 
lowed tne other men to go ahead at first, 
thinking they would break down. When 
they found they had miscalculated it was 
too late to take up the lost ground. They 
were in better condition atthe end of the 
match than any of the men. 

CORRECTING BRUFFEY'S SCORE. 

A correction is made by the scorers in the 
record awarded to Bruffey. He should have 
had 47 miles and 12 laps instead of 46 and 12 
laps. He was not but 3 laps behind Cheshire 
and 2'¢ behind Carter. Had he not stiffened 
in his last rest of three minutes when he 
stopped to change shoes he would have been 
closerup. 

PUTTING AN ELECTRIC BATTEKY TO A LEG. 

Carter's suffering tbe last two hours of the 
race wes excrutiating. His leg was cramped 
three times and requiredan electric battery 
for 25 minutes before he could move it. 
This lost him timeand unstrung him very 
much. Dr. Coleman applied the battery, 
and the effect was wonderful.

REDW.NE’S RETURN, 
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Captured at Orlando, Florida, and Brought Baek on 
the Geverner’s Kequlaition 

Yesterday atone o'clock on the Macon 
train Mr. James F. Buchanan, the station 
house keeper, arrived with young Redwine, 
the defauiting salesman of Morrison, Bain 
& Co. Soon after Redwine left Atlanta. 
Chief Connolly wrote and telegraphed to al! 
the prominent cities in the surrounding 
states asking for hisarrest. Sunday, May 
4th a telegram was received from Orlando, 
Florida, stating that Redwine bad been cap- 
tured. On Monday a second telegram was 
received stating that several prominent law- 
yers were attempting to effect bis release on 
a writ of habeas corpus and ask 
ing if 8 warrant bad been 
issued. In the meantime Mr. Buchanan leit 
with the warrant and a requisition from the 
governor, but he had been tried on a ¥rit of 
habeas corpus and remanded to jail. Mr. 
Eucbanan left Orlando last Saturdav with 
him, and bad no trouble with him, allowing 
him all the freedom possible. At Waycross 
the train left them while at supper, and they 
bad to run about a quarter of a mile, where 
they caught the train. Redwine was about 
seventy-tive yards behind, but madeno at- 
tempt toescape. The exertion ofrunning 
made Redwine quite sick for several hours. 
During the journey home he was quite talk 
ative and gay till they reached Ma- 
con, after which he became 
morose and taciturn. He says that his short- 
age is only $320 and not so much as claimed 
by the firm, claiming that though he receipt 
ed for fu'l amounts to customers he shou!d 
have had a discount allowed him. His reas: n 
for not returning in response to the sum 
mons of the firm was that he was making an 
effort to raise the deficit, and that a friend 
bad promised to raise it for him bya certain
